A week before 

Host School informs aProCh about the date of the event.

Host school design two activities for duration of 45 - 60 minutes each - 

Book Reading, Storytelling, painting, magic show, card making, sports 

and games etc... 

Get Parents of the Park banners made with school and aProCh logos (Sample 1) 


5 days before the event before 

Host School invites Schools and NGOs (optional) (Sample 2) 

Host School follows up with schools and NGOs on Friday before the event 
Host School makes flyers for event circulation (optional) (Sample 3) 
Printing Cost Rs 15 -20 per page. A3 size. 

Give program details to aProCh - artists, activities, schools invited etc... 
aProCh makes Press briefs for circulation and sends it to press a day 
before the event (Sample 4)
